The public's grasp o f Hying has go ne fo rward in a big leap 
in the last few weeks, and just such a public appreciatio n 
was needed to assure the future o f aviatio n in this co untry. 
Since the war a number o f far-sighted experimenters have 
been making their predictio ns and spending 
w e k no w no t 
w hat sums in explo ring the way fo r the inevitable future o i 
the air, but the lethargic public, slo w to catch o n, has no t 
beco me air minded. 
No w is the chance. 
Detro it, already in po ssessio n o f tin* wo rld’s mo to r pro duc­ 
tio n capital, wo uld like the air capital as well, and the De- 
tro it mo vement to raise a fund o f $50,000 which wo uld go 
to the first plane to fly fro m Detro it to Ixmdo n with a lo ad 
equivalent to five passengers, is a so und business o tfo r to de­ 
velo p aviatio n and put it o n a paying business. 
Dp to the present, aviatio n has bet n a go o d bit in the class 
o f grand o pera: pretty and spectacular, but requiring fat 
subsidies. 
Flying will no t develo p o n any such aesthetic 
backing. 
It must be made to pay its o wn way. 
It canno t 
subsist o n prizes and charity. 
The two trans-o ceanic ho ps, successful as they were, do 
no t mean that the day o f regular service betwe'en Kuro pe 
and America is at hand. The pilo ts had to wait to r the mo st 
favo rable weather. Thai they were no t fo rced do wn in mid­ 
o cean is a blessing, but no t all planes co uld repeat the stunt 
with such success. 
At the present time, the future seems to lie in the multi­ 
mo to red plane. 
With these planes, the failure o f o ne o r 
even two engines do es no t necessitate a landing ip mid­ 
o cean. One mo to r will permit the ship to carry o n till relief 
L in the fo rm o f a substantial o cean liner o r sea-go ing tub 
can be reached. 
De Pinedo ’s experiences near the Azo res 
pro ve this co nclusively. 
The need, therefo re, as much as fo r airplanes themselves, 
is fo r mid-o cean emergency landing “ fields.” 
Ingenio us 
dreamers have suggested any number o f fo rms that tho se 
fields may take: huge flo ating do ughnuts with sheltered 
quieted water in the ho les, o r cruising aircraft carriers such 
as the navy no w has in the Langley. 
Between such statio ns, 
o f co urse, a co nstant patro l wo uld have to he maintained. 
No summary o f flying achievements wo uld be co mplete 
witho ut mentio ning the airmail, which has been tho fo re­ 
mo st pio neer in this co untry. The acquisitio n o f flying fields 
and the co nstructio n o f beaco ns fo r night flying wo re neces­ 
sary befo re this service co uld be carried o n. 
The pro blem o f securing landing fields clo ser to business 
districts will have to be so lved, o r transpo rtatio n to flying 
fields will have to be quickened co nsiderably, as there is no w 
to o much time lo st in go ing to and fro m the po ints o f de­ 
parture and landing. 
It is no pun, therefo re, to say that the future o f flying lies 
o n the gro und. 
Flying accesso ries right do wn o n the surface 
o f the earth are wo efully behind the achievements o f .ship 
in the air.
